As the population of Britain 
}ages, with the changing figures 
of birth and death, it will be nec- 
essary, says the Manchester Guard- 
ian, for older men to do more and 
more of the work of the nation 
The same thing, no doubt, will hap- 
pen here as we go through the 
same cycle.

This is supposed to 
be sound economics and all social 
reformers are very keen about it.

EVERY PROFESSION has its 
jargon and develops a speech of its 
own, composed of somewhat stereo- 
typed phrases which have acquir- 
ed meaning even if they have 
lost the first bloom of freshness 


Scientists are bad offenders for 


they seem to have become so en- 
srossed in their subject that they 
communicate with their  collea- 
gues interned in the same intel- 
lectual treasure house in a recon- 
dite phraseology not understood 
by ordinary mortals. Nevertheless 
Lord Rutherford once said that no 
conclusion in physics which he ever 
reached was of any use to him until 
he could put it into plain English 

But there is no profession in 
which the temptation’ to descend 
to jargon is more persuasive than 
journalism. And I doubt if there 
is any profession that has put up 
a more gallant fight to resist that 
temptation. 

SO FAR AS WORDS are con- 
cerned, I think as a general prin 
ciple though there are of course ex- 
ceptions, that the use of vivid 
monosyllables improves journalistic 
style and enriches the language 
whereas the long woolly word has 
a weakening effect and is usually 
ugly. Words such as lift, flat, probe 
are, I think, better than elevator, 
apartment, investigate. 

The most serious inroads on the 

¢ larity and urbanity of good jour- 
nalism are those which are made 
by built-up words like “hospitaliza- 
tion.” 

“THE TIMES” of London is sup- 
posed to be at the peak of good 
journalism in England but I was 
surprised to open it on June 21 
and find in large type on the news 
page (not, by one of our English 
perversities, the front page) the 
following heading—‘Decasualiza- 
tion at Docks.” I thought the edit-

The English Press is now the 
subject of a Government inquiry 
—a probe, in fact. There is a feel- 
ing that there is something wrong 
with the Press, or at any rate if 
there is nothing wrong with it, then 
it should be cleared of the sus- 
picion that it is monopolistic and 
overpowerful. I have no idea wheth- 
er its control and management are 
right or wrong, and while the probe 
| is on, it would be improper to com- 
|ment on it; but I feel that I as an 
| ordinary taxpayer will have wasted 
my money on the probe if it makes 
no recommendations’ to protect me 
|from such words as “decasualiz- 
ation” and such phrases as “grasp 
| the nettle of guaranteed payments.” 
|It is of course possible that the 
|members of the probe will grasp 
other nettles. Perhaps they will 
| deal with the question of whether 
the Press should give the public the 
news it ought to know or the news 
it would like to have. Is it in the 
public interest to give a whole page 
to a verbatim report of a coroner's 
inquest while Mr. Marshall's offer 
of aid to Europe gets only a few 
lines?
